Three thousand postmen quit work 
because the Senate refused to vote them the 
increased salaries already voted by the 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Strike Begins Early. 

The postmen go to work at 6 o'clock in 
the morning. The first intimation of the im- 
pending trouble came at that hour, when 
several hundred postmen refused to go out 
upon their routes. 

The Minister of Posts was immediately 
notified, and Premier Dupuy, called from 
his bed at 7 o'clock, summoned the Cabinet 
at once.

The news of the strike spread rapidly 
and the central postoffice was soon besieged 
by crowds of people, some angrily demand- 
ing their letters, others cheering the strikers. 
The Socialists, especially, were out in force. 
They gathered behind the strikers, Who 
were also assembled in the street near the 
postoffice, and encouraged them in every 
Takes Prompt Measures. 

In the chaotic condition of affairs early in 
the day the Minister of Posts gave instruc- 
tions no letters should be given out.

The action of the Chamber of Deputies. 
was regarded as cowardly on all sides 
and was a great discouragement to the 
postmen. Two months ago the Chamber 
voted 2,000,000 francs increase to the post- 
men’s salaries, but today it voted to sustain 
the government’s proposal to take severe 
measures against the strikers. . 

Paid $17.40 a Month. 

The situation of the postmen is most de- 
plorable. The men are paid 87 francs 
($17.40) a month, Out of this pittance they 
are obliged to furnish their uniforms, feed 
and lodge themselves and their families, 
They have no holidays or fétes.

CANNED ROAST BEEF LEFT OUT. 
for Supplying 5,000,000 
| unds of Meat to Soldiers in Porto 
B Rico and Cuba. | 
Proposals for furnishing the War depart 
mem with more than 5,000,000 pounds 7 
beef for the troops in Cuba and Porto Rico 
during the year beginning July 1 have been 
received by Colonel H. G. Sharpe, in charge 
of the Chicago subsistence sfation, 260 Iili- 
nols street. The bids were tabulated and 
forwarded yesterday to Lieutenant Colonel 
F. E. Nye, Chief Commissary, Department 
of Porto Rico, and Major A. L. Smith, Chief 


Commissary, Division of Cuba. 
The War department officials evidently 


have rejected canned roast beef as a diet 


for the troops in tropical countries, as hone 
of this particular brand is named in the list 
of supplies to be purchased.. Every precau- 
tion, apparently, has been taken to furnish 
the men with the best meat obtainable. 
The demand is for 1,020,000 pounds for Porto 
Rico and 4,020,000 for Cuba. The estimated 
cost of the supplies is $500,000. Five Chica- 
go firms submitted bids, but Colonel Sharpe, 
in accordance with department rules, de- 
clined to make public the names of the bid- 
Gers or their prices. 

The specifications are as strict as it is 
possible to have them drawn. The bids are 
divided into these classes: Beef refriger- 
ated, cattle shipped to the West Indies from 
this country on hoof and slaughtered there, 
and cattle purchased in the islands and 
slaughtered for use as desired.

Havana, May 18,—The expected manifesto 
of General Maximo Gomez was issued this 
evening. It reviews his part in the negotia- 
tions with Governor General Brooke and 


Mayors of the various cities. , 

This is in direct opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s desires, and as a result General Cor- 
bin has gone to Hot Springs tonight to con- 
sult with the President. 

It is admitted at the War department that 
General Brooke took the action he did in or- 
der to facilitate the payment of the Cuban 
troops.

BARBAROSSA, IN. FLAMES, „ RUNS RIOT 
IN NEW YORK BAY. 


Rams La Bretagne, Which Is Reported 
Sinking — Blase Breaks Out After 
Passing the Narrows, Outward 
Bound—Ship Returns to Pier Hug- 
ging Shore and Distress Sig- 
male — 500 Passengers, Including 
Several Chicagoans, in a Panic. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.]—The big, 
new, twin-screw steamship Barbarossa of 
the North German Lloyd line, with nearly 
— persons aboard, suffered these misfor- 

es: 

Its cargo was discovered to be on fire between the 
Narrows and Sandy Hook. 

Hastily making back for its pier its crew lost 
their heads. 5 : 
Struck a lighter. 
Struck the end of the Cunard line pier, tearing 
off a part of it. 

Struck the French liner, La Bretagne, lying at 
its pier, and tore a great hole in ite side, La 
Bretagne sinking at its pier later. 

The canalboat Foster, loaded with ice, was cut 
in two, and another canalboat, the Leroy, was 
half cut in two. , 

The wife and two children of Captain Paul of 
the canalboat Foster were immersed by the water 
rushing into the boat, which was prevented from 
sinking only by the ice in it. 

The Barbarossa was taken to its pier, 
where the cargo from the burning hold was 
being removed ata late hour. It was not 
known when it would be ready to sail. 

Many passengers remained on board, but a 
great number refused to stay on it. They said 
they would not sail on the ship. 

The Barbarossa is one of the largest of 
the ocean liners. It is a sister ship of the 
Kaiser Frederick. It is 550 feet long and 
is of 10,600 tons. It sailed from the pier at 
Hoboken with a full passenger list—S00 in 
the cabin and about 300 in the steerage. 
The crew numbers 250. 

The boat carried a general cargo, including 
much cotton, which is always regarded

| La Bretagne Sinking. 
A steward of La Bretagne, which was 
struck by the Barbarrossa today,said late to- 
night that the hole in the ship was at | 
twenty-five feet long and ten feet below 
water line. At a late hour the steerage was 
flooded and in spite of the pumps the water 
was gaining in the hold. It was said that 
the ship had settled a yard between 8 and 11 
o'clock and was going down at the rate of 
about a foot an hour. g 


Prominent Persons on Board. 
The ship sailed at noon, bound for Bre- 
men. Nearly all the passengers remained 
on deck to have a last view of the harbor. 
Many widely known people were among the 
passengers, of whom Dr. Briggs, recently

After shutting off the 
burning part of the ship the first business 
was to close the ventilator funnels. | 

nif Crew Behaves Badly. | 

Every passenger who saw what was going 
on agrees that the crew behaved badly. The 
men appeared to lose their heads, say the 
passengers. They were infinitely more ex- 
cited than the passengers. They refused to 
obey the chief officers. 

Captain Richtér himself rushed down from 
the bridge and with his own hands began 
to cover the ventilators. 


Signal for Life Savers. 


Steam was turned into the burning part 
and signals announcing the fire and asking 
help run up. The life-saving crew at Sandy 
Hook and several fireboats responded. The 
fire was in check by the time the boats 
reached the Barbarossa, however, and the 
latter proceeded up the bay toward its pier. 
The river was filled with boats. The steam- 
ship Koenigen Louise was backing into the 
river on the New Jersey side, which made it 
necessary for the Barbarossa to hug the New 
York shore.. There was a Christopher street 
ferryboat dead ahead, and to avoid it the 
Barbarossa had to steer in further toward 
Then the steamship Buenos Ayrean loomed 
up with a deckload of cattle, and it had to be 
dodged. Then appeared a mail boat and an 
Erie lighter. The mail boat escaped, but the 
lighter was struck by the Barbarossa and its 
bow stove in. 


This was the beginning of a chapter of 
accidents which ended with the ramming 
of the French liner La Bretagne, lying at 
the pler, the same being the result of the 
‘excitement of the crew and the sh 
of the water. 

The Barbarossa struck La Bretagne just 
abaft the mainmast. The sharp prow 
crashed through the iron plates and deep 
into the body of La Bretagne. There wasa 
tumult of bawled orders and cries of pity 
and fear. 

The shock tore La Bretagne from its 
moorings at its pier and drove it fifty feet 
further toward the shore. 

After this exploit the Barbarossa backed 
clear of the Bretagne, with the assistance of 
several tugs, and arrived without further 
mishap at its pier. Chief Engineer E. Rose 
of the Barbarossa was overcome by heat.

Madison, Ind., May 18.—[{Special].]--Mayor 
Carter H. Harrison is here, hobnobbing with 
the editors. of 100 indiana Democratic news- 


papers. 
In his conversations with -these molders 


of opinion Mr. Harrison has said plainly 
that be would not accept the nomination for 
: t mext year if it should be offered 
him, as he regards the situation as so favor- 

able to the reélection of William McKinley 

+ there will be less chance for a Democrat 

Ao win than there was three years ago. Four 
years later it might be different. For ihe 
pame reason he said he did not want the 
nomination for Governor of Illinois, though 
he thought he could go in against Tanner in 
an off year and skin him. That he would like 
to go to Congress was méntioned by Mayor 
Harrison for the first time. He declared ho 
would rather be a Congressman than Gov- 
ernor, and said that while he probably could 
Presidential elec- 


tion, he thought he could carry it in an off 


year. 
Eager to Meet Harrison. 

Mayor Harrison and the editors arrived at 
11 o'clock today and were welcomed by a 
committee of citizens. They came to hold 
the annual meeting of their editorial asso- 
ciation. He came to address them and to 
talk politics with them. Ever since the talk 
started it has been going along at the live- 
Mest kind of a pace. Few of the editors had 
ever seen Mr. Harrison. One of them ex- 
pressed the prevailing sentiment when he 
said: We have been hearing so much of 
Aim lately that all of us were anxious to see 
and get acquainted with the young man, and 
we thought this a good opportunity to grat- 
ify our desires. You know, he is being men- 
tioned as the possible nominee of our party 
for President next year, and it is time to be 
making ourselves solid.” 

Madison, which has the distinction of 
greater age than any other town in the 
State, is liberally decorated with flags and 
bunting in honor of the occasion. It is the 
dirthplace and boyhood home of Charles 
Alling, Alderman from the Third Ward in 
the Chicago Council. That is why he, al- 
though a Republican, accompanied Mayor 
Harrison and has been chaperoning him 
since their arrival. The local politicians as 
well as the “ quill drivers”’ are making 
much of Mr. Harrison’s visit. 


Talks to Students. 


He spoke this afternoon at Hanover Col- 
lege, — old educatiopal institution, six 


‘miles ‘down the Ohio River, and his audi- 


ence there included not only the faculty and 
students but most of the editors and a num- 
der of the town people. That, however, was 
a short And informal affair. At the operg- 
house tönight. which crowded, he made 
a forma! speech.

„1 probably could not carfy my district 
in a national election, but. 1 believe that I 
could carry it without much difficulty in an 
off: year. The nomination was offered me 
in 96, but I declined it. : 

Long before then I had made up my mind 
that I wanted to be Mayor of Chicago some 
time. I did not know, when it would come, 
but expected to go after the nomination with- 
in the next ten years. Then I got to visiting 
headquarters occasionally and mingling 
with the politicians. By doing so I got into 
the game much sooner than I expected to, 
and as a result some of the boys proposed 
to run me for the Mayor’s nomingtion in 
97. 1 itted them to do it, and you know 
the result.“ 

Against the Monopolies. 

In his address at the theater Mayor Har- 
rison declared that so far as he was person- 
ally concerned the Chicago platform in its 
entirety should be readopted for the fight of 
1900. But he thought that the great fight 
for the Democrats to make would be a 
fight against the trusts. He was introduced 
by D. J. Crittenberger, President of the Ed- 
itors’ association, as One of the greatest 
living Democrats in all this country.“ Mr. 
Harrison was not at his best. He excused 
himself on the grounds of not having had 
an opportunity to prepare a speech. With 
reference to the future he said: 

In 1896 our friends of Wall street thought they 
could come to Chicago, control the national con- 
vention, and dominate the wishes of the people, 
but they found a new spirit had grown up in the 
West. A spirit that was opposed to the money 
power. So it happened that Wall street was beaten 
and the platform of our party declared in favor of 
the rights of the plain people. I believe in that 
platform. And it should be the platform on which 
is to be waged the struggle against monopolies, 
and especially the money monopoly in 1900. I do 
not know how much I will have to do with or say 


about what the platform shall contain. I am 


perfectly willing to leave its making to wiser 
heads, knowing that whatever the convention de- 
cides on will be the platform of the honest 
Democracy of this country, as it should be, and it 
will be accepted by every Democrat who stands 
for honestly and the rights of the people. 

I think arid say that so far as I am personally 
concerned the convention can do no better thing 
than reaffirm the Ohicago platform as it stands, 
with such additions as the exigencies of the times 
may dema There are some features of that 
document ich I would like to discuss. 


Protest of the People. 


I have always claimed that its provisions were 
nothing more or less than a protest of the common 
people of this country against the exactions of the 
monopolies and of the money power. Its money 
plank is a protest against the money trust of the 
East. which is the most tyrannical of all the trusts 
that have ever been organized. One of its dec- 


larations calls for an income tax, which is, to my 


mind, a fair demand for all the grasping corpora- 
tons and capitalists to bear their share and carry 
their part of the burdens incidental upon the ex- 
penses of running our government. 

They said we were Anarchists because we in- 
sisted that the courts should fairiy interpret the 
laws rather than be coerced by the money power 
of the country. But with this platform I believe 
that anti-trust should be the war cry on which 
the Democtats ought to make the great fight of 
1900. The trusts are becoming a menace; they 
will override everything and crush out the rights 
of the people. They are formed in every trade 
and I would e to repeat to you what our dis- 
tinguished leader, Mr. Bryan, had to say of them 
at Milwaukee a short time ago. He said that 
soon every child born would be welcomed by the

Trusts Feed on Competition. 

This is shown by newspaper accounts that are 
These trusts 
could not exist were it not for the corruption in 
official life. You should make this fight with the 
one proposition always in view, that the people 
cannot be honestly served unless the men they 
eleet to office are honest men. 1 do not believe 
that any man can be a true Democrat who is not 
an honest man, who is not willing to set ambi- 
tions aside and work for the interests of the party 
he represents as well as for all of the people. 

The power of the newspapers has already been 
shown in Chicago, where only a few years ago we 
had the most corrupt City Council that ever ex- 
isted. Out of sixty-eight members there were 
only seven or eight who were not willing to sell 
out the people and their rights on any proposition. 
Now, however, and for the first time in the his- 
tory of the city, we have a Council with a major- 
ity which stands for honesty and for the people.

PLAN A TUG TRUST ON LAKES. 


Success of the Scheme Means the Re- 
_ tirement of Captain Dunham, Who 
Has Given an Option. 


The formation of a tug trust on the lakes, 
which is at present under way, may bring 
with it the retirement of Captain J. S. Dun- 
ham, who for forty years has been known as 
“the watchdog of the Chicago River.” A 


corporation, whose backing is supposed to 


come from the Rockefeller interests, is said 
to be endeavoring to buy all the tugs on the 
ldkes and the good will of all the companies 
operating them. 

The plan includes a total sale, and none of 
the present companies will own stock in the 
new corporation. Pickands, Mather & Co. of 
Cleveland are said to be engineering the deal. 
The idea is to control the towing interests 
of every port from Buffalo to Duluth and 
Chicago. The capital is understood to beall 
ready and none of it will be placed on the 
market. 

“I have given an option on my towing 
property.“ Captain Dunham said last night, 
Das all the rest of the towing companies 
have, in response to a request from the syn- 
dicate. It will not be a trust, but a single 
corporation owning all the tugs. I have not 
sold, but I have given my price, and if they 
accept it I will retjre from the rer. They 
think they can make money by controlling 
all the business. I have made money here, 
but business has not been so good for a few 
years on account of the boats going in and 
out themselves, the improvements of the Cal- 
umet harbor, the necessity for running so far. 
out into the lake, and other things.“ 

Captain Dunham came to Chicago forty 
years ago and has remained here ever since 
with the exception of a few years at the time 
of the civil war, when he was in the South. 

The tug combine will bring about also the 


,retirement of Miles E. Barry, who has been 


here for ten years. 

The operations of the syndicate began 
about a month ago, when W. A. Collier, head 
of the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company of 
Cleveland, came to Captain Dunham. Terms 
were made with him through an option, and 
then the work of securing the other compa- 
nies began. Captain Barry was the last to 
give figures. It now rests with the syndicate 
to accept the options. 

It is said the profits of the combination 
will come in the great reduction in expendi- 
tures in the operation of the fleets. Compe- 
tition will find it difficult, it is expected, to 
exist with so much tonnage directly under 
the control of the trust. Towing charges 
will not be advanced at any point, but the 
endless tug wars, which have been so de- 
structive to profits in the past, will be ter- 
minated. „ 

Rumors concerning the combination have 
been afloat for several days, but they have 
been vigorously denied by the managers 
until the last option was in and the combina- 
tion was ail ready to go ahead.

wholesale drug houses have entered into an 
agreement to antagonige these organiza- 
tions, and Chicago-has no representation in 


either of them.

firms, when seen yesterday, sub- 
stantially with C. P. Van Schaack of Peter 
Van Schaack & Sons, who said: 

„We have been solicited to join this amal- 
gamation, but we. will antagonize it. Chi- 
cago occupies such a position in the drug 
business that we are compelled to regard 
New York and other drug centers as our 
competitors. We always have been antag- 
onistic to the promoters -of this combina- 
tion, and we shall have to be more so now 
nan ever. Chicagé controls a larger field 
than New York. While there is no prospect 
of a local trust, Chicago interests are al- 
lied for mutual protection. |

peace conference at the “ House 
in the Wood ” be one of the most elaborate 
shams of the century, as- Mr. Sidney Low 
in the current number of the Nineteenth 
Century would have us belleve it to be, it 
must be admitted that it is the kind of 
sham which is receiving the anxious at- 
tention of some of the most thoughtful 
minds of this country and ot Europe.

In a communication to Tun Trisunz, } 
printed yesterday, President Rogers of the 
Northwestern University disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for certain language imputed 
to him by this paper. While he denied that 
the quotation was “ verbally inspired,” he 
admitted that it met the conditions of the 
higher criticism,” inasmuch as it faithfully | 
represented the spirit of his speech on Sun- 
day last in defense of Russia as an agent 
of peace. Tux Trisune cheerfully admits 
the right of President Rogers and all its 
other readers to differ from it on public 
questions, and in what it may have to say 
of his defense of Russia it would not be un- 
derstood as transcending the limits of 
friendly discussion. 

President Rogers quotes from the Review 
of Reviews to sustain his contention that 
Russia is the friend of peace. The Review 
of Reviews is the organ of Mr, Stead and 
the article from which he quotes is inspired 
by him. Tun Tarox cannot admit as au- 
thoritative the testimony of a prejudiced 
witness. Mr. Stead is the friend of the 
Czar and to a certain extent his advocate. 
He assumes to speak unofficially for him 
on all occasions and upon a variety of sub- 
jects. Such testimony is not admissible. 
Actions speak louder than words, much 
louder, indeed, than Mr. Stead’s words. 

There is no power at present more serious- 
ly disturbing the peace of the world than“ 
Russia. By its aggressive encroachments 
upon the alleged rights of other powers, by 
its invasions of the territory of China, its 
latest demand being a concession for a 
railroad to Peking, and by its menace to 
Great Britain on its Indian frontier it is 
dangerously threatening the peace of Eu- 
rope. It virtually says, I propose to grab 
all the territory I desire peacefully, and if 
any one resists me I will ight for it.“ While 
it is ostentatiously holding e peace confer- 
ence it is strengthening its army and navy 
to be ready to fight for what it is grabbing | 
and for what, if it belongs to any one, be- 
longs to the little nation which conquered 
China and which has been deprived by Rus- 
sia more than by any other power of the 
fruits of its well-earned victory.

education department. | 
The measures thus repealed affected in a 
vital manner regular members of the school 
staff, and those members have for weeks 
and some of them for months been in a 
state of nervous suspense as to what their 
fate was to be. The board has now de- 


cided that its previous action in both these 


matters was ill-advised. That decision re- 
pairs the mistakes in part, but it cannot 
save the teachers and truant officers con- 
cerned from the anxiety which they have 
already suffered because of them, nor can 
it restore to the board itself the confidence 
with which it might have been regarded 
except for those mistakes. It is well that 
both these measures have been repealed. 
But it would have been far better if they 
had never been passed. They only illus- 
trate the want of repose and lack of con- 
fidence which hasty or ill-advised action 
brings. | | 

It appears that an effort is to be made 
to cut down the expense for the rest of 
the year of the restored compulsory educa- 
tion department. A reorganization of that 
department is desirable, but that needs to 
be carried out with a view not merely to 
complying with the statute but with a view 
to increasing the efficiency of the depart- 
ment and making its existence worthy—as 
it appears not to have been in the past—of 
the approval of the board itself. Compul- 
sory attendance is an essential feature of 
our educational system and should be made 
an effective agency in that system.

Dr. Crafts So Characterizes Beef, Beer, 
and Brothels in Connection with 
Recent Army Life, 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 18,.—[Special.]— 
Our Spanish and Philippine wars have re- 
inforced the argument for peace by teaching 
a new generation that war is heil.“ More 
deadly than bullets have been the beef, the 
beer, and the brothels.” This was the lan- 
guage of Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, Superintend- 
ent of the National Reform bureau and the 
author of the anti-canteen law, in his speech 
before the Evangelical alliance and the 
National Reform bureau today. The con- 
ference was on the subject of “ Wars and 
Other Social Evils.“ Dr. Crafts added: 

“This is not an anti-expansion meeting. 
Every man who has any sense of historic 
perspective must see that the great event 
in the foreground at this crossing of the 


centuries is the first official peace congress 


of Christian nations now assembled at The 
Hague, compared with which our little war 
in the Philippines is only a puff of smoke 
in the background of the picture. Thisisan 
expansion meeting for the world-wide ex- 
pansion of peace.“ 

He attacked Secretary Alger for his man- 
agement of the war. 

Resolutions petitioning the peace confer- 
ence at The Hague to take initial steps in 
establishing a Supreme Court of Nations 
and asking the Senate to ratify an arbitra- 
tion treaty with Great Britain were adopted.

Restrains Members of Labo r Unions 


from Interfering with Employes of 
Winslow Brothers Company—Both 
Sides Claim a Victory in the Ruling 
—Western Foundrymen Consider- 
img Demands of Molders—C. Stiles 
President of Printers’ Organization. 


Judge Holdom's decision yesterday in the 
case of Winslow Bros.’ company, the orna- 
mental iron contracting firm, which sought 
to enjoin the Building Trades council and 
the Architectural Ironworkers’ union from 
ordering their members to strike and to re- 
strain the members from committing overt 


acts against men who desired to work for 
the firm after a strike had been ordered, is 


Claimed by both sides as a victory. 
The court held that it had no power to re- 
strain an organized body from passing such 


resolutions as it deemed fit, and that an or- 
Ger for a strike could not be restrained by 


an injunotion. 

* Pickets ot the labor organization would 
be allowed to patrol the sidewalks in the 
vicinity of the places at which strikes had 
been declared, but they must not enter the 
building and interfere with the men at their 
work and they must not molest or intimi- 


date any person who desired to become em- 
ployed there. 


An injunction to that effect 
was issued, and violations of it, without 
provocation, will be severely punished under 
the head of contempt of court. 

The bill filed alleged that the complainant 
firm had the contract for the ornamental 
ironwork in the remodeling of the Lakeside 
Building, owned by L. Z. Letter. The Bulld- 
ing Trades council and the Architectural 
Ironworkers’ union recently asked the firm 
to give the workmen an increase of five cents 
an hour in wages and agree to employ none 


but union men. The contracting firm refused 


the demand and asked the court to restrain 
the proposed action of the defendants in or- 


dering a strike. 
Attorney John F. Geeting contended that 


the union men had a right to associate for 


their own interests so long as they were or- 


derly and did not commit any crimes. The 


court seemed to be of the same opinion, and 
delivered a short opinion, simply restraining 
the strikers from violence and threats. 

We consider this a great victory,” said 
Lawyer Geeting. The legality of the acts 
of the unions, so long asthey do not contem- 


plate a violation of the peace, is upheld.”

It may be remembered that a Gypsy 
prophecy similar to that about the Czarina 
was current about Archduchess Frederick 
of Austria, and that her only son was not 
born until she had been married nineteen 
years and had given birth to seven daugh- 
ters.

Consequently 
there was a feeling of intense relief among 
superstitious people throughout Prussia 
when the Empress Augusta Victoria, after 
presenting her husband with six boys in suc- 
cession, gave birth to a daughter on the oc- 
casion of her becoming a mother for the sev- 
enth time.

Among the many extraordinary results of 
the Dreyfus case in France there is one 
which is creating an extraordinary amount 
of perturbation in the military circles of 
Europe, and which is altogether opposed 
to the popular belief that the right place of

For, two months ago, the War department 
at Berlin issued a circular to all command- 
ing officers, directing them to quietly inti- 
mate to the officers under their orders that 
from henceforth the association of the name 
of any officer with that of a member of the 
fair sex, unless the association be sanc- 
tified by ma 
to promotion. ‘Naturally this regulation has 
been brought to the notice of the War de- 
partment of other foreign countries, with 
the result that Russia, Austria, Italy, 
France, Belgium, and Great Britain hawe 
issued similar rules, much to the dismay of 
the epauletted warriors. 

It is fortunate, on the whole, that this 
new regulation has not as yet been extend- 
ed to the sister branch of the service—name- 
ly: to the officers of the navy, as seamen 
are proverbially fickle in their dealings with 


such rules among them might possibly lead 
to a mutiny. 

Seriously speaking, however, there is no 
doubt but what the military authorities of 
the various countries in Europe are thor- 
oughly justified in-taking some ‘step of this 
kind. Nearly every one of the acts of treach- 
ery and corruption perpetrated by officers, 
and which have developed into public scan- 
dals, have been instigated by members of 
the fair sex. There have been women in 
every single case of the kind that has come 
before the public since the war of 1870, com- 
mencing with the senile infatuation of old

Foreign markets showed a disposition to 
follow this side, Liverpool coming %@%d 
higher on the distant futures and 244 on 
May, there being a natural squeeze there, 
and New York parties claimed that there was 
a good prospect of a natural corner there for 
July.
